Big Guns, Little Guns I've had any number of guys do it. Best defence is 
don't send your info until you are sure you have his. If he is running the 
frequency, just stick around and see what he sends the next guy and get the 
fills from that. If all else fails just delete him from your log. If you 
leave him you will lose the QSO anyway when you send the log in and the 
checkers get to it. At least then if he has "zipped off" he will also lose 
the QSO. In some contests it will also cost him a few more QSOs because he 
is not in your log.

The web site provided kindly by another list member lists the mini beam 
Spacings used by a VE ham. 


It looks like the spacing he used for his 20m version follows the 0.1 wave 
length and 0.15 wavelength standard Yagi spacings. 


Remember the taper factor will probably be something to consider, and use 
the standard spacings as a start point and move one parasitic at a time and 
see if you can enhance the factor you want to favor. Maximum gain usually 
does not coincide to maximum front to back ratio, and this may be enhance 
with such short beam elements.

I don't think I copied all the discussions of why field strength meters 
aren't that useful, but ... 


I know a fs meter sitting in the shack isn't going to measure antenna 


performance, but it should be a good indicator of total transmitted power, 
right? So you could use it to adjust your antenna tuner or the pi-net 
output on your boatanchor. Even if you've got a little feed line 
radiation, the relative proportion of it shouldn't change as you adjust the 
tuner. At least I don't think it would. 


And following the segue into monitoring keying with neon bulbs and so on 

one design of a keying monitor uses a detector like the one ina 
field strength meter to key a tone generator. Steve Weber put one in (or 
near) the 5763 tube transmitter he shows on his site.

It fits in quite 
nicely with one of my planned projects. A Wireless Keyer and Control for a 
Remote Mounted QRPp Beacon Transmitter feeding a "Black Widow" Loop

I was Amazed that the very next message by Mike Yetsko mentioned using a 
Tone Modulated Laser Pointer and Tone Decoder.

Hello Robert, 
I have been using white schedule 40 pipe for 8.5' and 10' masts and 2-3' 
extenders for about four years. As far as I am concerned the stuff is 


almost bulletproof in that application including long-term installations. 


Here are a few hands-on observations! The pipe apparently has a memory for 


the reel on which it was coiled during initial manufacturing. Consequently, 
it is hard to find a perfectly straight piece of schedule 40 pipe. Don't 
waste too much time looking though pipe from the outside of the reel seems 
the better choice. 


This curving condition is exaggerated further when the pipe is spray 
painted camo or flat black to blend in with surroundings or an SD-20 type 
collapsible fishing pole. As the pole is heated by the sun it turns away 
from the heat source. As the sun sets it goes in the opposite direction. 
Bottom line is even if the mast is installed perfectly straight it will 
lean one way or the other at times, depending on the air temperature and 
solar heating. Note this is merely annoying - not a knockout factor! 


I keep masts in position over a wooden dowel and 10-12" spike base mount. I 
install three screw eyes at the top of the masts to hold three guy lines 
(plastic/nylon core clothes line or braided nylon line) spaced equidistant. 
The guy lines are terminated in s-hooks (top) and figure-8 hooks (bottom). 
I use larger phillips-head screwdrivers to fix the guys in place under 
modest tension. 


I found there are two sizes of pipe couplings. A 2.5" long coupling between 
sections does a much better job that the more common 2" type. 


Trying to extend mast height with same size or next size pipe using 
un-cemented couplings is a frustrating experience. There is a lot of "slop" 
in those joints and it becomes very obvious when the wind blows. 


I managed to erect an 18' mast using two sets of guys. An SD-20 pole was 
added later but in retrospect it wasn't worth all the effort. Further, the 
footprint defined by the upper set of guys was pretty large. But, as a 
learning experience it was an interesting and informative exercise. 


With a good base mount installed in firm earth and only moderate winds a 
8.5' pve pipe mast (1.75" 0o.d.) will free-stand with an 20' collapsible 
fishing pole pole on top. And, bend a little to the left or right when the 
sun comes up! <g> 


Hoping this is useful information for you, Robert.

It was 
designed by W7ZOI, Wes Hayward, and drawn with CIRCAD by KD1JV, Steve Weber.

Just finished a QSO with the new mode just added to the already multi 
mode MixW 2.03 software, and I feel like crowing! 


Angelo W8ERN was CQ'ing on 20M with Hellschreiber, running 60 watts when 
I called him. The standard mode for Hell is Feld Hell and is already 
robust in most band conditions. 


My little PSK-20 kit rig is just running 3 watts to my wire half square 
antenna up about 20ft in the front yard. He gave me a 589 right off the 
bat. 


He said he was using MixW 2.03 so I asked him if he felt like trying the 
newest mode FM Hell 245, so we switched over. Right away the change was 
awsome. Instead of white background and black text, its reversed so 
there is a jet black background with white text. Dramatic. 


He comes back to me with 1 watt but hardly any change in his print. Now 
and then there was some white dots between a couple of letters. 


Its true that FM Hell takes more band space than Feld Hell, but even so 
its narrower than RTTY. 


Last week I added the 2nd XTAL (5.078mHz) and little switch to the stock 
XTAL on the board of my Small Wonders PSK-20. Since I've had the access 
to 14.080mHz I've made many RTTY, Feld Hell, and now FM Hell1245. Still 
need to catch a MFSK station and try that. 


A flip of the switch and I've got PSK31 of course, so now the little kit 
rig can really get around! 


The extra $15. for the XTAL doubled the bandwidth of this little rig, & 
also quadrupled the FUN!

Hi All, 


There have been lots of good posts about contests. Let me 
just add a couple of things..... 


If you are going to send in your log here is something to 
help keep you from not having your call right in the other 
stations log: 


NEVER send your contest exchange until you are sure that 
the other station has your call correct. For example, 
lets say I am S&Ping. I send KU7Y. The other station 
sends KI7Y and the exchange. I send KU7Y KU7Y. I will 
usually get KU7Y or KU7Y and the exchange again. Either 
way I now know that he has my call OK. (Sometimes I'll 
also get just KU7 which is OK too because logging programs 
give the user the option of sending either just the 
corrected prefix or the whole call. I usually set mine to 
send the whole corrected call just to eliminate any 
confusion). Assuming that I copy his exchange OK, I now 
send my exchange info and log the contact. I also listen 
to see if I need to send him any fills. If not I'm off to 
the next station. 


If I need a fill I get that BEFORE sending my exchange to 
him. 


If you are calling CQ it's even easier to get someone to 
correct their call. Just send what you have of the call. 


Lets say that I call CQ and I hear K7T? I'll send K7T? 
using the paddles and wait. If it's Tree, N6TR using his 
club station he will send K7TR. I'll then add the R to 
his call sign in the call window and continue from there. 


If I need a fill after he sends his exchange and he 
doesn't stick around and give it to me, I delete him from 
my log. That only takes a second..... long enough to hit 
a CTRL-Y. That way I don't loose any points for errors in 
the exchange. But he does loose points because he will 
not be in my log. 


If you are working on your CW speed and just listening to 
stations several times to get their calls and exchanges, 
that's fine. The above doesn't really apply other than 
making sure that the stations you work get any fills they 
need. 


The major contests are moving toward getting all logs in 
computer format. The fact that there are so many logging 
programs out there has generated a need for a universal 
file format for each contest. It's called Cabrillo (or 
something close to that!). 


Each contest has it's own Cabrillo file format. So you 
can't just set up something like Excel to output a single 


format that can be used for all contests. There used to 
be a lot of info on the ARRL site about this and I think 
it's still there. 


If you log on paper, it looks like you will wind up 
needing to copy your own log into a computer. Most of the 
contest organizers are just running out of man power to do 
that. Plus it's another place that will let errors sneak 
in. It's best if you have control over it! 


Lots of people don't understand why computer generated 
logs are needed. I'll try to explain that, but understand 
that there are a lot of people who don't like all this 
cross checking. 


However, almost all of the top contesters like it. All 
want to insure that it's done the same to everyone. 


OK, the issue here is getting the information that the 
other station sends. Rules generally say something about 
how you must copy everything correctly. 


In the past, there just wasn't any way to check up on 
everyone. Only the top scores got any kind of a look and 
that was just some spot checking. It's easy to understand 
why. 


But now that we have computers and all of the top scores 
are already in a computer, why not cross check logs? I 
think Tree, N6TR was one of the early supports of this 
idea and in fact has written much of the software that 
does the checking. 


One of the hardest parts of getting this up and running 
was reading in all the different log file formats and 
doing that without error. Hence the need for a standard 
file format for each contest. 


At one time no one ever looked at the RST field. But now 
if someone sends you 579 you had better get it right 
otherwise you loose the contact! 


Is this system of log checking perfect? Of course not but 
it's light years ahead of anything we ever had before. 


Me? Well, I LOVE the idea that each little dit and dah is 
check. And the issue of the other station getting your 
call wrong is really interesting. It can be your fault, 


his fault, cost points or not cost points. All depends! 
But unless something has changed, most contests do NOT 
give you credit for the contact if your call is wrong in 
the other station's log. You lose that contact without 
penalty. He loses it with penalty, usually. It would not 
be right for you to get credit for the contact when the 
rules state that for a QSO to have taken place BOTH 
stations must copy all the info. While you have NO 
control over the other station getting something in the 
exchange string wrong you do have some control over his 
getting your call wrong. If he doesn't send your correct 
call, do not continue the contact. Try later. 


In this day and age you will never win a major contest 
with paper logging. Nor will you do it with a hand key. 


But.... you can get into the top ten and do all the 
sending by hand! I think it's W3LPL that does all his 
sending with a paddle! Heck, I remember when I'd make 300 
or so contacts with a bug and thought I'd worked hard! 
That was sending with my right hand while logging and dupe 
checking with my left hand. Ahhhhh, the good ole daz..... 


And yes, we cried "foul" when those fancy electronic 
keyers came on the scene and let everyone log and send at 
the same time. Those of us who could do both hands at the 
same time lost our advantage. 


So we learned to use a keyer. Ditto the computer when it 
came on the scene. I already knew how to type so it's 
wasn't too hard a change to make. 


George had one of the best explanations I've seen about 
working the different "layers" of stations in a pile up. 


If you are a slow operator here is something to listen 
for. If you hear some slow stations calling and by the 
time they have finished sending their call sign the 
station they are calling has already had a contact and is 
listing for the next station, he is working off that fast 
layer. Wait until later in the contest when he will be 
out of fast stations to work and will then be more than 
happy to work you no matter what your speed is. 


OK, back in my hole..... 


(I hope I'm not in too many filters!)

When you award prizes to the highest scoring Fox, doesn't 
that make it some form of contest? 


Shouldn't part of the "contest" be based on how well you 
perform overall? 


The operator who "wins" should be the operator who 
displays the most skills. 


Typing is one of the skills needed if you use computer 
logging. 


Copying what is sent is another skill. 


There is NO contest that I know of that lets you correct 
your log using ANY form of outside information. You can 
(and should IMHO) make notes during the contest of things 
to check or £ix but that's all you can do. You may NOT 
use a call book service to check calls, locations, names 
and etc. That's something you can be DQed for. 


It's just like a DX pile up. If the DX station gets your 


call wrong, you are NOT in his log and you get no card. 
Some people want to lower this standard too..... :-( 


Do ALL contest logs contain errors? NO! If you look at 
the results published for the NA Sprints you will find a 
listing of "Golden Logs". These are logs with NO errors 
and as a rule most of those logs belong to the top 
scorers. Just another example of the fact that the best 
operators are the best because they have the best overall 
skills.
